capable to distinguish between good and evil, the

example that is set before him, and the instruc- 
tions that are communicated, a:e much in oppo 
sition to the purity of the innocent child, as weli 
as contradictory to and inconsistent with the law 
of Divine truth. These causes turn the mind 
aside from its proper business, and incorporating 
with its active powers, lead man from the upright 
ness of his creation into a latitude where Divine 
goodness never intended he should go: Anger, 
and the malevolent passions, rise—animal appe- 
lites and propensities get the ascendency over 
reason—vanity and dissipation exclude the ear 
from the voice of wisdom—that, by the time the 
rational powers should be matured, and man 
might have been established in the dignity of lord 
over the inferior objects of creation, what do we 
find him in general, but a slave and a captive, 
carried away witli divers lusts and passions ; and 
ithe divine intelligence, once to him all sweetness 
and celestial love, now seems to act in its attribute 
of accuser and judge. Adam, where art thou? 
and what hast thou done? ‘:an is now under the 
inimistration of condemnation; but if he turns at 
its reproofs and admonitions, and bhumbles him 
self before it, the promises of free grace and par- 
don are offered to his acceptance. Hence it is 
sin that causes the separation between man and 
the Supreme intelligence, and that both in the 
primitive and lapsed state, Divine goodness has 
set betore us an open door, whereby we may come 
to the knowledge of truth, and through upre- 
served obedience and submission to his govern- 
ment, we may obtain a compléte victory over 
every thing that would form an eciipse between 
G « and the soul. 

Now, although this may be true, yet we are not 
‘o expect that the sincere and obedient, will, at 
ail ‘umes, partake of an equal portion of Divine 
enjoyment; but there may be seasons of ebbing 
and flowing. Seasons of sabasement, however, 
may not be seasons of condemnation, and there- 
tore, should not be considered as a state of sepa- 
ration from the Divine inte‘ligence; but rather 
that state of the soul wherein God, though he is 
encamped round about it, yet being unperceived 
in bis more sensible manifestations, is as a God 
that hideth himself. Here comes the virtue of 
the patience of the saints, that when his more 
sensible intelligence is witl:drawn, they can re- 
pose in that quietude wherein there is no condem. 
nation. These seek not for enjoyment in the in- 
dulgence of sensuality; they not the forbidden 
fruit, nor parley with the tempter; but holding 
fast that hope by which they are saved, and that 
faith which eventually carries them through all 
obscurity, till the sun of righteousness again rises 
upon the soul’as a morning without clouds,— 
Then truth has the complete victory, and man 
stands on the dignified eminence of freedom from 
sin and in a tat of acceptance with God, through

LETTER IV. 
Philadelphia, June 25th, 1823. 

In this letter, my deat Hugh, TP shali call your 
atiention to a general description of Philadelphia, 
and a concise account of some of its public and pri- 
vate buildings and institutions; and that they may 
appear more exact and authentic, FE shall make co- 
pious extracts from works [have met with on these 
subjects. This letter will not be less interesting 
on this account, for the original descriptions pro 
bably have not yet fallen into your hands. I shail 
expect you will preserve this—it may be use 
ful hereafter as a paper of reference for future let- 
ters. 

*biladelphia was originally “a parallellogram 
extending west from the Delaware to a little west 
of the Schuyikell about 12,000 teet or a small frac- 
tion above two miles, and north and south 5,700 
feet or alittle more than a mile. tn the advance 
of commerce and other business the buildings were 
naturally extended along the main stream, the 
Delaware, and now reach near four miles, and 
along Market street, from one river to the other. 
The north and south streets amount to twenty- 
three, those from east to west fourteen, in the City 
proper. Except Dock street, those of the city 
cross at right angles: that regularity is not, hew- 
ever, extended to the L:berties —The streets vary 
much in width. Broad street is 113, High or Mar- 
ket street 100, Arch street 60 fret: and the others 
of various widths —Common have beew 
formed under most of the main streets which carry 
the filth into the Delaware, and preserve che heal. h, 
and contribute to the convenience of the inhabi- 
tants. No city of the Unnied States is so well 
supphed with excellent water. The works erect- 
ed on ihe Schuy:kill to elevate the water into «a 
reservoir, and that reservoir itself sre works which 
would de honour to any city.” The limits of tin 
sheet will not permit me to give an elaborate ac- 
count of these stupendous works» but some future 
letter shall be devoted entirely to tins subject. 

“ Philadelphia now contains upwards of sixty 
places of pubiic worship. The other public build. 
ings ure the State House on the south side of Ches- 
nut, between Fifth and Sixth streets; the New 
Cheatre, on the north side of Chesnut above Sixth, 
This elegant building does credit to the city, and 
to Strickland the architect. ‘The national Bank, 
on the south side of Chesnut street, between Fourth 
and Fifth streets, is a maguificent structure, and 
one of the few in the United States constructed 
entirely of marble. ‘The Philadcipiia Bank on 
Fourth and Chesnut, presents to the eye of a tra 
veller nothing m pardcular, but the Bark of Penn 
sylvania, in Second, between Chesnut and Walnut, 
is a chaste marble structure, architect Latrobe — 
It may excite just astonishment that a cily so Com- 
mercial as Philadelphia has no Exchange. 

The buildings, however, which contribute most 
to distinguish Philadelphia, are (hose appropriated 
to Literary and humane purposes. Of these the 
City Library claims the first notice. It stands on 
Filth and Library streets, between Chesnut and 
Walnut. It is a plain, though spacious brick build 
ing, decorated with astatue of its founder Frank 
lin, in a niche in front. The statue is formed ot 
a block of white marble, executed in Italy,” with 
this inscription on the pedestal—Tuis STATUE OF 
Dr. Bens, FRANKLIN WAS PRESENTED BY WM, bine 
aam, Es@ MDCCXCH, “ The Library was ine r- 
porated in 1742, and now contains about 20,000 
volumes. It is composed of two connected libsa- 
ries; that of the city properly so called, and the 
Loganian, the latter a donation from Dr. Logan.— 
The Library is open the afternoon of each day of 
the week, Sundays excepted; and books read by 
visitants in the Library-room free of expense.— 
Nearly opposite the Library stands the Hall of the 
American Philosophical Society, comaining the 
‘all of the Society, and the Athenzum The 
Athenzum was incorporated in 1815, and row con- 
tains a valuabie Library, and the periodical works 
ot the greatest celebrity published im the United 
States and Great Britain’ The Philo-ophicat So 
ciety possesses also in the same building, @ very 
valuable library, and cabinet of minerals. This 
Society was incorporated in 1769, _ 

Peale’s Museum, the most exiensive collection 
of objects of Natural History in America, occupies 
several rooms in the State House. 

The Academy of Fine Arts, is situated on the 
north side of Chesnut street, between Tenth and 
Eleventh streets. A view of the collection ot Paint. | 
ings, Prints, Statues and Busts in this establish- 
ment, would alone reward a distant and extended 
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visit to Philadelphia. 





_ Phe Academy of Natural Sciences, incorporated 
in 1817, stands on the north side of Arch, between 
Front and Second streets. bh las a very valuable 
and tolerably extensive collection of objects of 
Natural History, and a library exceeding 2000 vo- 
lumes, 

The Pennsylvania Hospital deserves special no« 
tice. The buildings are between Spruce and Pine 
streets, and between Eighth and Nonth streets. 
Tits establishment was formed in 1751, and it un- 
doubtedly stands at the head of sucty institutions 
in the United States. It embraces the two great 
odjects of national charity; first, the protection 
and care of those whose maladies disable them 
trom personal ex rtion, and whose poverty denies 
them the means of procusing other aid;—end @ 
Lunaic Asyium. In the Hospital are an extenswe 
Anaomical Museum, and the second largest te 
brary in the city, co: sisting upwards of 50UG vo- 
lumes. 

The celebrated Painting of “ Christ healing the 
sick,” the present of its author, Mr West. is de« 
posited for public exhibition in a building erected 
for that purpose, in front of the Hospital, on Spruce 
street. 

The A'imshouse, to which is attached an extene 
sive fifirmary, under the superintendanee of many 
of the most respectable physicians hy the city, 1s 
also situated between Spruce and Pine streets, but 
betweea Tenth and Eleventh streets. 

Besides these exiensive public, there are many 
private charitable institutions in the city —The 
Widows’ and Orphans’? Astlum is one af those 
private establishments, the fruits of the active bee 
newulence of a number of Philavelphia ladies. VE 
the eye of an angel can view wil complacency 
any human work, it must be one where bereaved 
old age is protected, and where helpless orphan 
innocence is sheltered, protected, clothed and edu. 
cated. This truly sublime institution is on Cherry 
and Schuylkill Fifth streets. 

In an unusually inclement night, Jan. 23-24th, 
between land 2A.M_ 1822, a most di-tessful 
calamity befel the Orphans’ A<ylum, by whieh the 
building appropriated to the Orphans, and twenty. 
three of those imteresting children were consumed 
by fire. The charrtable feclings of the cityzens in 
general, and the munificence of the legmiatime of 
Vennsylvania, have repaired the loss, as far as 
human means conld eff-ctsuch a work, The house 
has been rebuilt with renewed convenience, extent 
and safety; and the funds of the ins.itution great- 
ly angmented.” 

the following is the conclusion of a judicious 
authors description of P iladelphia. “ Taken 
together, if we engroup is aivantages ‘and disade 
vaniages; if we consider the order of its citizens, 
the cleanness and regularity of its streets, and its 
well cultivated and abundant neighbeourhe d, it 
may be doubted whether winor is eoocentrated in 
any other place to minister to human comfort and 
prosperity.”
